The notion that some mysterious being exists in the 
lake goes bock about 1,400 years, when a Christian mis- 
sionary first talked of “a certain water monster."

More stringent nursing home rules proposed

'WASHINGTON - ATnajor oycr- 
haul of federal rules for nursing 
homes, including a “patienia’ bill of 
rights" and more stringent rules for

However, there is a healthy dose 
of hope in a series of new studies 
that define the substantial benefits 
.of lightr.to moderotetactiyiQr ]eveU^_ 
This light approach to exerdse in- 
cludes activities such as gardening, 
golf, home repairs and bowling. 

The debate over recomhiended ac- 
tivity levels <vas a recurring theme 
'during'this'year’s-meetlng of the 
American College of Sports Medi- 
one in Las Vegas. 

Steven Blair, director, of 
epidemiology - at - the Institute for - 
Aerobics Research, Dalias, believes 
there has been “way too much em- 

' and not enough emphasis on the ex- 
ercise or activi^ itdelf. 

“Frankly,” ho said, "I think we've 
scared 70 million to 80 million peo- 
ple away from the very activities 
that we want them to pursue. 
That's why nearly half of all adult i 
Americans hove no leisure-exercise 
program whatsoever." 



Blair added that our cultural and 
commerdal presentation of exerdse 
is also unhealthy. He is convinced 
that the idealized image of fit young 
people., doing^highly _y^gorpus__ac^ 
tivitiee has dissuad^ many people 
from doing anything at all. 

“An overweight, ^ddle-oged, out- 
of-shape person looks at this image, 
flgures it's unattainable for him or 
her and quits exerdsing before they 
even begin,” Blair said. 

■ Peter Raven, Ph.D., head of the 
department of physiology at Texas 
College of Osteopathic Medidne' 
and the new president of the ACSM, 
agreed with Blair and noted: “There 

can't run a marathon you aren't 
very fit. That’s ridiculous.” 

“We've confused health fitness 
with performance fitness," he said. 

What proof is there pidt ligljt-to-: 
moderate activity is health 
protective? The evidence, according 
to several 'studies presented at the 
ACSM meeting, is substantial. ' 


For example,- Blair, who is a doc- 
tor of physical education, presented 
the results of an analysis of 260,000 
veterans that indicate lower rates 
of colon cancer, brain .cancer,. leukeL 
mia and-kidney cancer among men 
whose job consisted of light to heavy 
' work, compared with sedentary 
men. 

Researchera from Harvard re- 
ported a' lower inddence of b|^ast 
and reproductive system cancers in 
women who were athletes in 
college, compered to their non-ac- 
'tive dassmates.' 

And Henry S. Miller, M.D., medi- 
cal director of Bowman Grey School

difference in the recovery of heart- 
attack patients who were on low- or 
high4ntensity exercise regimes.

‘'My sense is that exercise cuts 
intn mortality rates bu t wo ‘don't 
have much data other than anecdo- 
tal stuff,” said Dr. Edward B.J. 
-Winslow,-who discussed the subject 
in a journal commentary.

"If these people stop smoking, 
however, ' this risk significantly 
decreases." 

The term “asbestos” is applied to 
. several mineral silicates; one, called 
chrysotUe, eccotmts for some 96 per- 
cent of asbeatos used in the U.S. 

“Its damaging effecu are due to 
microscopic fibers of the ' mineral 
; -lodging-ln-the bodyr-espedally-in. 
the lungs,” Davidson noted.
